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PREFACE  June,  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1968  in  accordance  with  regulations  5(3) 
and  15(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations, 

1959. 

The  population  has  remained  static  there  being  60  more  persons 
residing  in  the  Rural  District  than  last  year's  figure  of  23, 120  and  the 
natural  increase  dropped  from  45  to  29.  Both  births  and  deaths  fell 
compared  with  last  year.  The  fall  in  the  national  birth  rate  was  reflected 
in  Kerrier  Rural  District.  The  Stillborn  rate  was  higher  than  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales,  but  the  number  of  stillbirths  fell  from  7 in 
1967  to  6 in  1968.  The  illegitimacy  rate  rose  from  6.7%  of  live  births 
last  year  to  8%,  but  no  deaths  occurred  in  illegitimate  pregnancies. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  but  four  infants  died  before  their  first 
birthday.  Two  infant  deaths  from  birth  injury  were  responsible  for  the  rise 
in  perinatal  mortality  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week)  which  was 
higher  than  the  national  figure  of  25.  The  percentage  of  domiciliary  de- 
liveries continued  to  drop  from  last  year's  figure  of  24%  to  19%.  The 
hospital  deliveries  were  equally  distributed  between  Redruth  Hospital  and 
Bolitho  Nursing  Home,  Penzance,  but  during  the  last  six  months  of  the 
year  more  mothers  were  being  delivered  in  Treliske  Hospital,  Truro.  Nearly 
60%  of  Kerrier  residents  died  from  heart  disease.  The  second  most  frequent 
cause  of  death  was  cancer  which  accounted  for  20%  of  deaths,  the  sex 
distribution  of  these  deaths  was  26  males  and  25  females  and  the  site  most 
frequently  affected  was  the  lung  and  bronchus,  being  31%  of  all  cancer 
deaths.  Four  times  as  many  men  died  from  lung  cancer  as  women.  Five 
years  ago  the  second  most  frequent  cause  of  death  was  cardio-vascular 
disease  of  the  central  nervous  system,  but  in  1966  it  was  overtaken  by 
cancer.  With  the  passing  of  each  year  it  is  more  and  more  apparent  that 
the  heavy  smoker  has  less  chance  of  good  health  and  a long  life. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  public  conven- 
iences in  the  coastal  areas  where  the  summer  demand  is  high  and  plans  are 
ready  for  expanding  existing  toilets  at  the  Lizard  and  Prah  Sands,  but  the 
older  toilets  at  Mull  ion  and  Cadgwith  need  improving.  The  problems  of 
intensive  pig  and  poultry  breeding  were  being  investigated  during  the  year 
and  co-operation  received  from  the  owners  of  these  businesses.  While  much 
can  be  accomplished  by  persuasion  the  increasing  use  of  factory  farming 
methods  will  need  more  precise  legislation  to  give  really  effective  control. 
The  bulk  of  routine  sanitary  inspections  dealt  with  during  the  year  were 
housing  defects,  meat  inspection,  drainage  and  public  health  nuisances. 
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water  sampling  and  refuse  collection. 

The  important  health  hazard  of  beach  and  cliff  safety  was  high- 
lighted by  the  Conference  held  in  Plymouth  in  November  of  all  parties  having 
an  interest  in  this  growing  problem.  The  need  fora  uniform  and  sustained 
effort  by  all  Local  Authorities  in  providing  safety  measures  and  educating  the 
visiting  public  in  the  substantial  dangers  is  underlined  by  the  total  of  41 
deaths  from  drowning  in  Cornwall  and  Devon  in  1968;  27  being  visitors  and 
14  were  local  inhabitants.  In  the  same  period  100  people  were  rescued  around 
the  coast  of  the  two  counties  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Beach  Lifeguards. 

A further  55  people  were  rescued  after  being  cut  off  by  the  tide.  Analysis  of 
the  41  drownings  showed  that  half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  circumstances 
which  would  make  it  impossible  to  do  anything  to  help  the  victim  and  there 
were  several  boating  fatalities  where,  had  the  victims  been  wearing  life 
jackets,  it  is  likely  that  they  would  have  been  saved.  Obviously  much  effort 
still  remains  to  be  made  to  instil  the  basic  principles  of  safety  in  holiday 
visitors  and  those  using  the  sea  for  recreational  purposes.  During  the  last 
10  years  127  persons  have  been  drowned  on  Cornish  beaches,  two  of  these 
being  in  Kerrier  Rural  District  during  times  when  the  beaches  were  unmanned 
by  Lifeguards. 

At  the  end  of  September,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  integrated  the  Helston  Office  with  the  Penzance  Office.  Conse- 
quently separate  figures  showing  the  sickness  claims  received  from  persons 
in  the  Helston  area  are  no  longer  available.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  task 
of  transferring  the  immunisation  and  vaccination  records  held  individually 
in  the  area  office  to  the  computer  at  County  Hall  began.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  it  was  suggested  that  the  County  Court  at  Helston  should 
discontinue  and  that  in  future  Courts  would  be  held  at  Truro  or  Penzance. 
These  changes  clearly  forewarn  of  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government 
which  will  eliminate  many  thriving  authorities  serving  their  communities. 
While  opinion  generally  agrees  that  rationalisation  of  the  present  structure 
of  local  government  is  necessary,  field  staff  in  the  health  and  social  services 
clearly  see  the  dangers  of  too  remote  control  of  services  from  the  communities 
which  they  serve.  The  every  day  health  and  welfare  problems  of  the  family 
begin  and  end  in  that  persons  home  and  the  success  or  failure  of  the  service 
will  be  judged  by  the  help  which  can  be  given  there  immediately  the  need 
arises.  It  is  important  that  the  task  of  re-shaping  the  health  and  welfare  ad- 
ministration should  be  viewed  from  this  end  of  the  telescope  and  less  from  the 
London  Ministries  with  their  slide-rules  and  ordnance  maps. 

1968  must  go  on  record  as  one  of  consolidation  of  health  services 
locally  and  one  of  discussion  nationally.  The  economic  situation  in  the 
country  dictated  that  services  could  not  be  expanded,  but  the  Rural  District 
was  fortunate  in  having  it's  full  complement  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
these  days  of  national  shortage  of  Health  Department  staff.  The  national 
discussion  of  health  matters  began  in  the  summer  with  the  simultaneous  pub- 
lication of  the  Green  Paper  on  the  Administration  Structure  of  the  Medical 
and  Related  Services  in  the  National  Health  Service,  and  the  Seebohm 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Authority  and  Allied  Personal  Social  Ser- 
vices. The  latter  put  forward  the  view  that  a new  Social  Services  Department 
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should  be  set  up  in  Local  Government  while  the  former  suggested  unifying 
the  three  parts  of  the  National  Health  Service  through  Area  Boards  adminis- 
trated out  with  Local  Government.  Then,  in  November  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  came  into  being.  Thus  these  proposals  and  the 
re-organised  Central  Ministry  would  mean  the  Health  and  Social  Services 
were  unified  at  ministry  level  but  split  between  Local  Government  and  Area 
Board  Administration  at  the  periphery.  The  present  position  is  that  a new 
Green  Paper  is  being  prepared  which  will  have  to  be  read  in  conjunction 
with  the  Seebohm  Report,  the  Todd  Commission  on  Medical  Education  and 
the  Maud  Report  on  Local  Government  Re-organisation. 

In  presenting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  for  your  district  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Members 
of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council  and  for  the  work  of  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office.

The  Abortion  Act  - 1967 


This  important  piece  of  legislation  came  into  operation  on  27th 
April , 1968.  It  has  relevance  for  many  of  the  families  with  which  the 
Health  Department  are  dealing.  The  Act  lays  down  that  there  will  be  no 
offence  under  the  law  relating  to  abortion  if  a termination  of  pregnancy  is 
carried  out  by  a registered  medical  practitioner  in  a N.H.S.  hospital  or 
other  approved  place  and  two  registered  practitioners  are  of  the  opinion, 
formed  in  good  faith,  that  the  termination  is  justifiable  in  the  particular 
case,  on  one  or  other  of  the  following  grounds. 

(a)  that  the  continuance  of  the  pregnancy  would  involve  risk  to  the 
life  of  the  pregnant  woman,  or  of  injury  to  the  physical  or  mental 
health  of  the  pregnant  woman  or  any  existing  children  of  the  family, 
greater  than  if  the  pregnancy  were  terminated;  or 

(b)  that  there  would  be  substantial  risk  that  if  the  child  were  bom  it 
would  suffer  from  such  physical  or  mental  abnormalities  as  to  be 
seriously  handicapped. 

In  the  case  however,  where  a practitioner  is  of  the  opinion,  formed 
in  good  faith,  that  termination  of  the  pregnancy  is  immediately  necessary  to 
save  the  life  or  to  prevent  grave  permanent  injury  to  the  physical  or  mental 
health  of  the  pregnant  woman,  there  is  provision  permitting  an  emergency 
termination  to  be  performed  without  obtaining  the  opinion  of  a second 
practitioner. 

A further  requirement  of  the  Act  is  that  except  in  the  type  of  case 
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referred  to  in  paragraph  3,  treatment  for  the  termination  of  pregnancy  must 
be  carried  out  either  in  a National  Health  Service  hospital,  in  an  approved 
Services  Hospital,  or  in  a place  approved  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  by  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

It  is  unlawful  to  procure  an  abortion  otherwise  than  in  the  circum- 
stances described  above  and  authorised  by  the  Act.

In  May,  1969  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  calcu- 
lated the  % of  children  protected  against  the  following  diseases  in  each 
County  area  as  compared  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

(f)  Ambulance  Service  - Section  27 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from 
Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at  week- 
ends cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Bri- 
gade at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  controlled  and 
are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This  frequently  has  en- 
abled the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to  the 
scene  of  an  accident. 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  - Section  28 

1 . Nursing  Equipment 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are  treated 
by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Sick  room  equipment 
such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed  rests,  air  cushions,  mattresses,  rubber 
sheeting  can  be  had  on  loan. 

2.  Hospital  - After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital  staffs. 
Background  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the 
medical  staff  and  advance  requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or 
supervisory  visits  which  the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

3.  Welfare  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 

3 Welfare  Officers  and  4 Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  Area  2.  The 
Family  Welfare  Worker  devotes  her  time  to  problem  families. 

4.  Mental  Health 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
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provide  for  admission  to  hospital  to  all  mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally 
subnormal  persons,  and  their  subsequent  after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the 
community. 

5.  Long  Stay  Immigrants 

Medical  arrangements  for  immigrants  include  the  offer  of  an  x-ray  of 
the  chest  and  the  registration  of  the  person  and  his  family  with  a family 
doctor.  Most  immigrants  in  the  Rural  District  are  food  handlers  employed  fora 
number  of  months  each  year  in  the  hotel  business.  Three  notifications  of  in- 
coming immigrants  were  received  during  the  year. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  - Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  67  cases  were  served  by  the  Home  Help 
Service,  this  decreased  by  one  during  the  year,  but  the  number  of  Neigh- 
bourly Help  cases  increased  by  4.  The  equivalent  of  5 Full-time  Home  Helps 
were  employed  throughout  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  55  persons  were  receiving  4j  hours  per  week, 
and  four  persons  were  receiving  4 hours  per  week.

(i)  Problem  Families 

Most  families  with  social  problems  which  are  beyond  their  capacity 
to  solve  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  because  of  their 
living  environment.  If  in  unfit  houses  or  caravans  the  state  and  size  of  the 
home  is  inadequate  for  the  family;  if  in  council  houses,  overcrowding, 
arrears  of  rent,  bad  housekeeping,  unclean  state  of  the  home,  are  the  problems 
which  have  have  to  be  tackled.  Each  Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the 
welfare  of  all  the  families  with  whom  she  deals,  and  when  she  feels  that  a 
family  needs  day-to-day  support  in  their  home  because  of  major  or  multiple 
social  problems,  she  enlists  the  help  of  the  Family  Welfare  Worker.  Two 
Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  the  Helston/Kerrier  area. 


During  the  year  Supervision  and  help  was  given  to  16  families  in  the 
Rural  District.  3 families  ceased  to  have  family  welfare  help  and  2 new 
families  were  added  to  the  Family  Welfare  Workers  Case  Loads.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 
Water  Supplies  and  Sampling 

Mains  water  is  now  supplied  to  the  majority  of  premises  in  the  District, 
however  the  more  remote  areas  must,  of  a necessity,  depend  on  well  water, 
springs  and  boreholes.  Nancegollan  is  the  only  remaining  village  with  an  un- 
treated piped  supply.

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Circular  24/68  states:- 

1 . The  Minister  of  Health  refers  to  Circular  15/65  dated  3rd  August,  1965 
in  which  he  asked  local  health  authorities  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  and  to  say  that  he  has  decided  to  extend 
the  terms  of  the  indemnity,announced  in  that  circular,  which  he  is  prepared  to 
give  to  local  health  authorities  and  water  undertakings. 

2.  The  Minister,  therefore,  strongly  urges  all  local  health  authorities  who 
have  not  already  done  so  to  adopt  this  measure  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
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In  order  to  assist  authorities  and  to  demonstrate  his  faith  in  the  complete 
safety  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  the  Minister  has  decided  to  remove 
altogether  the  time  limit  on  the  indemnity  against  proceedings  on  the 
grounds  of  injury  to  health. 

3.  The  Minister  hopes  that  his  action  will  enable  those  authorities  who 
have  not  yet  made  arrangements  for  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies 
in  their  area  to  do  so  in  order  that  the  undoubted  benefits  which  this  measure 
confers  may  be  made  fully  available  in  their  area  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommended  the  Council  to  request 
the  South  Cornwall  Water  Board  to  add  fluoride  to  their  water  supplies  and 
Cornwall  County  Council  as  the  local  health  authority  to  press  for  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies  in  the  Council's  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


No  further  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  but  the  Ruan 
Minor,  Cadgwith  and  The  Lizard  Sewerage  Scheme  was  nearing  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Stithians  and  Ponsanooth 
commenced  in  November  and  is  due  for  completion  in  November  1970.

No  new  public  conveniences  were  built  during  the  year  but  it  is 
hoped  that  next  year  will  see  the  erection  of  a public  convenience  at 
Polpeor,  The  Lizard  and  extensions  to  the  public  convenience  at  The  Lizard 
Green  and  Praa  Sands.  The  time  has  come  to  give  attention  to  the  renewal 
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of  the  old  public  conveniences  at  Cadgwith  and  Mull  ion  Cove,  as  these  are 
below  the  standard  set  by  the  other  13  public  conveniences. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  number  of  loads  emptied  in  the  year  was  1,825.  The  service  has 
been  in  full  demand  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  summer  season  when  the  demand  was  greater,  213  loads 
(186  council  and  27  private)  were  emptied  for  the  Council  by  a private  firm. 
Therefore  the  total  number  of  loads  emptied  for  the  year  was  2,038. 

The  Council's  cesspool  emptier  in  use  has  a capacity  of  1,100  gallons 
and  was  registered  on  the  3rd  August,  1965  (DAF  72 C).  A further  vehicle  of 
the  same  capacity  was  ordered  and  should  be  in  service  by  February,  1969. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council's  vehicles  are  as  follows:-

There  was  a continued  growth  of  dwellings  in  the  district,  some  expan- 
sion of  caravan  and  tent  sites,  more  prepacked  and  wrapped  goods  which 
inevitably  led  to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected.  Th  is,  of 
course,  is  a national  trend  as  well  as  a local  one.  Nevertheless,  the  Council's 
workmen  have  maintained  a regular  service  and  I would  express  my  appreciation 
of  their  efforts.

The  Council  are  now  providing  litter  receptacles  containing  paper  sacks, 
these  have  been  well  received  and  have  proved  satisfactory.  Hiring  of  vehicles 
due  to  breakdowns  have  caused  problems,  worries  and  delays  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  situation  will  be  resolved  in  the  near  future,  as  it  is  now  approved  policy 
to  retain  the  oldest  serving  vehicle  when  new  vehicles  are  purchased, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  has  been  a service  which  has  been  in  regular  demand  and  the 
Council  has  a trained  operator  for  this  purpose  who  works  on  rodent  control, 
disinfection  and  general  duties. 

During  the  period  28th  October  - 19th  November,  the  sewage  systems 
of  Constantine,  Mullion,  St.  Keverne,  Praze,  Nancegollan  and  Mabe  were 
successfully  treated  against  rats. 
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The  Local  Authority  is  now  responsible  for  control  of  rodents  at  the 
R.N.A.S.  at  Culdrose.  This  was  requested  by  the  Captain  of  Culdrose  and 
is  re-chargeable. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  OF  HOUSES 

This  service  is  used  very  infrequently  but  remains  available  for  urgent 
and  sudden  outbursts  of  demand  . 

ANTHRAX 

Three  cases  of  anthrax  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  by  burning  as 
requested  by  the  Police  Authority.  These  cases  were  all  cows  on  farms  in  the 
Mawnan,  Manaccan  and  Carnmenellis  areas.

During  the  year  17  unlicenced  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed  by  a 
car  crushing  plant  operator,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  following  statutory  pro- 
cedure under  the  above  Act. 

LIFEGUARDS,  SURF  LIFESAVING  CLUBS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

POLDHU 

Three  sea  rescues  were  effected,  one  man  was  assisted  from  the  sea,  by 
clinging  to  a Malibu  board.  Another  was  assisted  from  the  sea  by  a Lifeguard 
using  a Malibu  board.  One  man  was  rescued  by  a single  Lifeguard  swimming  to 
his  assistance . 

Seven  persons  were  treated  for  cuts  and  two  children  were  stung  by 
Weaver  fish  and  advised  to  go  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Lifeguards  were  employed  on  a seven  day  week  (10a.m.  -6p.m.) 
basis  from  30th  June,  1968  to  22nd  September,  1968.  The  senior  Lifeguard 
was  Mr.  D.  F.  Hailey  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  R.  S.  Williams. 

PRAA  SANDS 

Nineteen  sea  rescues  were  effected,  four  using  a Malibu  board,  four 
using  a Surf-Ski  - two  of  which  were  rescued  by  the  Praa  Sands  Surf  Lifesaving 
Club,  and  eleven  by  free  swimming.  The  Hicks  reel  and  line  was  not  used  at 
all.  Out  of  the  above  total,  1 0 were  children . 

Twenty-two  people  were  given  first  aid  either  for  cuts  or  stings  by 
Weaver  fish,  in  the  latter  instance  these  cases  were  referred  to  a hospital  for 
further  treatment. 

Lifeguards  were  employed  on  a seven  day  week  (10a.m.  -6p.m.)  basis 
from  2nd  June,  1968  to  29th  September,  1968.  The  Senior  Lifeguard  was  Mr.  A. 
Pugh,  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Baker. 

MULLION 

One  rescue  was  effected  of  a boy  (1 1 years)  by  a line  from  the  cliffs 
after  a member  of  the  Mullion  Surf  Life  Saving  Club  had  swum  out  to  assist  the 
boy. 

GUNWALLOE  (CHURCH  COVE) 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  K.  Mitchell,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Gunwalloe 
Surf  Lifesaving  Club  for  the  following  report:- 

"1968  has  been  a very  good  year  for  the  Club.  Its  tenth  year  has  been 
marked  by  a record  number  of  rescues,  one  from  the  cliffs  using  the  Council's 
Hicks  Reel  and  fifteen  from  the  sea,  using  Reel  and  line,  the  latter  being  due 
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to  a massive  sandbank  just  offshore.  On  one  occasion  six  people  were  in  danger 
at  one  time  and  it  was  only  by  very  good  patrol  work  by  Club  members  that  the 
Club's  record  of  no  drown ings  has  been  preserved. 

In  January  1968  work  on  the  Clubhouse  restarted  and  hundreds  of  hours 
were  put  in  before  it  was  opened  on  August  3rd,  1968  by  Alderman  Foster, 
Chairman  of  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 

At  the  Lifesaving  Examination  at  Newquay  all  8 of  the  Club's  candi- 
dates were  successful. 

In  competition  the  Club  retained  the  Freeman  Shield  and  for  the  ninth 
year,  the  Club  also  won  the  Baughton  Cup  and  the  Prah  Sands  Junior  Cup.  The 
Club  did  well  at  the  National  Championships,  winning  two  events  and  being 
well  placed  in  a number  of  others. 

Now  that  the  Clubhouse  is  finished  the  Club  has  started  recruiting 
members  after  two  years  stagnation  through  lack  of  space. 

The  Club  greatly  appreciates  the  help  given  by  the  Council.

The  year  1968  was  one  of  continued  progress  in  connection  with  indi- 
vidual unfit  houses  in  regard  to  re-housing  of  tenants  and  seeing  properties 
rendered  fit  for  human  habitation.  Progress  was  also  made  in  respect  of  Parish 
surveys;  the  Parish  of  Mawgan  was  completed  involving  the  detailed  inspection 
of  30  properties  out  of  which  13  dwellings  were  regarded  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

With  the  parishes  of  Cury  and  Mawgan  now  surveyed  it  was  disappointing 
that  the  dwellinghouses  to  cater  for  the  people  from  these  unfit  dwellings  had 
not  yet  been  commenced . 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Improvement  Grant  applications  are  dealt  with  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor's  Department  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  towards  raising  the 
general  standard  of  old  sub-standard  dwellings.

CARAVAN  SITES 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960  provided  for 
licenced  caravan  sites  having  also  Town  and  Country  planning  permission.

Public  Health  Act,  1936  - Section  269 

During  recent  years  it  has  been  observed  that  the  steady  growth  in 
tenting  by  holiday  makers  has  continued  and  the  demand  for  Tent  Sites  is  being 
met  by  sites  specially  catering  for  tents  or  by  a few  selected  existing  caravan 
sites  being  allowed  tents  on  adjacent  fields  and  properly  licenced  as  a Tent 
Site .

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  REGULATIONS  - INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  1968 

These  regulations  were  made  under  the  Health  Service  Public  Health  Act, 
1968  and  amended  the  list  of  diseases  notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  previous  Public  Health  Acts.  The  changes  meant  that  the  diseases  no 
longer  notifiable  are:- 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia, 

Acute  Rheumatism  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

and  those  notifiable  for  the  first  time  in  England  and  Wales  are:- 

Tetanus,  Yellow  Fever  and  Leptospirosis. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1968  was  40  com- 
pared with  442  in  1967.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of 
Measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  occurred  in  a hospital  confinement  of  a Kerrier  resident. 
Dysentery 

The  disease  was  not  prevalent  in  the  Rural  District  during  1968. 

Salmonel  la 

During  the  period  July  - October  a number  of  widely  dispersed  cases  of 
Diarrhoea  and  Sickness  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
One  schoolboy  being  infected  with  Salmonella  Typhimurium  and  a young 
person  was  ill  with  Salmonella  Panama  contracted  in  the  London  area.  In  both 
instances  4 courses  of  anti-biotics  were  needed  to  clear  up  the  temporary 
carrier  state . 

Meningitis 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term  2 school  children  from  one  family  were 
admitted  to  hospital  with  signs  and  symptoms  of  Meningitis.  The  causal  organism 
was  not  identified.  The  family  contacts  were  not  found  to  be  carriers  but  three 
members  of  the  family  who  were  food  handlers  were  excluded  from  work  pending 
satisfactory  tests. 

3 other  young  adults  developed  a similar  illness  with  intense  headache. 
Specimens  for  virology  were  negative. 
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German  Measles 


The  disease  was  prevalent  in  schools  in  the  Landewednack,  Breage  and 
Constantine  parishes  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Cases  built  up  slowly  in 
January  and  February  and  reached  a peak  in  April,  slowly  subsiding  in  June 
and  July. 

Measles 

Following  the  measles  epidemic  last  year  16  cases  were  notified  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year.  Including  the  single  case  in  January  none  had  been 
vaccinated  against  the  disease.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  protective 
vaccination  at  Easter  823  children  have  been  protected. 

Brucellosis 

During  the  year  36  herd  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retail  producers 
in  the  District.  This  disease  was  notified  in  two  herds  whose  milk  supplies  were 
diverted  for  pasteurisation  under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations. 

One  case  of  Human  Brucellosis  occurred  in  a young  farmer  whose  milking 
herd  was  infected.  The  source  of  infection  was  drinking  raw  milk. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Accreddited  Herd 
Scheme,  8 herds  in  the  Rural  District  had  been  admitted  into  the  Scheme  by 
the  end  of  1968. 

Anthrax 

Under  the  Anthrax  Order  (1950)  20  notices  declaring  and  defining  infected 
places  were  received.  In  three  instances  this  was  confirmed,  but  in  the  other  17 
cases  the  suspicion  of  Anthrax  in  animals  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon . 

Smallpox 

One  family  were  kept  under  surveillance  during  the  year.  They  had  come 
into  the  country  from  a smallpox  area. 

Tuberculosis 

The  case  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  2,  this  is  0.09  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  Eight  contacts  of  this  new  notification  were  investigated, 
giving  a contact  rate  of  four  persons  per  notified  case.
